The Song of Bernadette. By Franz 
Werfel. London: Hamish Hamiiton.

HIS. novel, which is founded on 

I the facts of Bernadette of 
Lourdes’ life, is already a best- 
seller. Although written by a Jew, it 
is probably the best account of that 
famous place of pilgrimage and its 
originator that has appeared. As a 
novel it is moving and convincing. 
From the view-point of religion it 
breaks no lances with any sect. The 
author, in flight from terror, found 
refuge in Lourdes, and promised if 
spared to write the story of Lourdes. 
In fulfilling his promise he has 
managed to combine good business 
with devotion. As literature, “The 
Song Of Bernadette” has little 
merit; it is superficial and over- 
emotional. Devotees of- Lourdes will 
hail it as a work of permanent im- 
portance, but its authenticity is only 
the authenticity of very good fiction, 
This is not to deny the validity of 
the miracles of Lourdes or any of the

In a 
recent competition, organised by 
the Irish Tourist Association, for 
photographs of the*worst eyesores in 
Ireland, a picture of the hulks 
on the r in Arklow Harbour 
won the first prize. Perhaps the 
resulting publicity will shame the 
town’s authorities into removing, 
or ordering the removal of, the 
rotting timbers of what once were 
ships. At present they dare the 
most striking feature of the town. 
although they are not mentioned 
in the official guide-books;: and 
they are no addition to its un- 
doubted attractions. It would be 
easy and profitable. also, that some 
of the county commissioners should 
consider the question of high walls 
and hedges. In many parts of 
this country, some of them not far 
from Dublin, there are long 
stretches of the public road which 
run between walls and hedges so 
high as to give almost the 
impression of travelling in a 
tunnel—walls and hedges which 
effectively cut off from the eyes of 
the passer-by any view of the fine 
scenery beyond. Fencing of some 
sort is needed. without question; 
but barriers of unnecessary height 
turn our roads, which ought to be 
never dull and often interesting, 
into channels of transport little 
more inspiring than the burrows 
of the London tube. There may 
be a war on, but we still have left 
the man-power to trim a hedge.
